The Hiſtory of the Succeſſuns 


Maud, the Wife of King Wilkam, was the Daughter of Baldwyne the Fifth, ſir- 
named The Gentle, Earl of Flanders. Her Mother was Alice, Daughter of Robert 
King of France, the Son of Huzh Capet ; married to him when but a Duke, at the 
Caſtle of Ag; in Normandy: and in the fecond year of his Reign over. England ſhe - 
was Crowned Queen, on Whitſunday, 1068. She died the ſecond of November, in the 
ſixteenth Year of his Reign, 1083. and was Interred at Cane in Normandy, in Saint 
Maries Church, within the Monaſtery of Nuns which ſhe had there founded. 

Robert, his and her eldeſt Son, was firnamed Czrtwoi/e, tignifying in the old Normzz: 
French, Short-Boots, He only ſucceeded his Father in the Dutchy of Normandy, and 
he alſo loſt that to his Brother Henry King of England, at the Battel of Ednarchbray, 
1106, and being taken Priſoner, had his Eyes put out, and was committed to the 
Caſtle of Cardiff in South-wales, and after twenty eight years Impriſonment, there 
died, the Year before his Brother Aerry, 1134. and was buried at Glouceſter, in the 
middle of the Quire of St. Peter's Church. He had two Wives : 1. Margaret, 
Daughter of Herbert Earl of Maygre, both married in their Childhood, and ſhe died 
before they came to the years of Conſent. 2. Syb:1l, Daughter of Jeffrey, and Siſter 
to William, Earls of Converſana in Italy, and Niece of Robert Guiſcard Duke of Apulra. 
By her he had two Sons, Will:am, and Henry, This Henry was ſlain by miichance, 
as he was Hunting in the New-Foreſt in Hampſhire. William was Earl of- Flanders in 
Right of Queen 4nd his Grandmother, ſucceeding Charles of Denmark, in that 
Earldom. He had two Wives : Sybil] (whoſe Mother .Syb:!/ was the Daughter of 
Fowlke Earl of Ajou ) after divorced from him, and re-married to Terry of Alſac his 
Succeſſor. 2. Joan, Daughter of Humbert Earl of orien, now called Savoy, Siiter 
of Queen Alice of France, Wife of King Lew: the Groſs, He died ſix years before 
his Father, of a Wound at the Siege of the Caſtle of 42g; in Normanay, 27 July, in 
the twenty eighth year of King Henry his Uncle 1129. without Iflue, and was bu- 


ried at St. Omers, in the Monaſtery of St. Berti. 
* Richard, the ſecond Son of King William and Queen HMard, was born in Normandy, 


and after his Father was King, came into England. He was alſo killed by the goring 
of a Stag, as he was Hunting in the New-Foref# of Hampſhire, being very young : 
His Body was conveyed to W:nchefter, and there buried on the South ſide of the Quire 
of the Cathedral Church. | | 

William, the third Son of King Will;am and Queen 4av, born .in Normandy in the 
one and twentieth Year of his Fathers Dukedom, ten Years before he was King, 
1059. He was firnamed Rufws, from his Red Haar ; brought up under Lanfrank. 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury he ſerved under his Father at the Battel of Gerberoth in 
Nowhandy, 1079. wherein he was wounded. He always framed his Actions ſo plea- 
ſire to his Fathers Humours, that he thought him much worthier than his elder Bro-

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thers to ſucceed in his Kingdom. | 
, Henry, the fourth and youngeſt Son of King W:lkam and Queen Hard, born in 


England, at Selby in Yorkshire, the third Year of his Fathers Reign, 1070. The anci- 
ent Annals of St. Auſtin in Canterbury, MSS. ſay he was Philoſophid peregre informarus, 
znſtrutted beyond-Sea 1n Philoſophy ;, and for his good Proficiency in Learning,. was ſir- 
named Bearuclerk, Upon his Return he was made Knight, at ſixteen Years old,. by 
his Father, at Weſtminſter, in Whitſontide, the nineteenth Year of his Reign, 1086. 
And though at his Fathers death he had nothing bequeathed him but Treaſure, yet 
afterward he ſucceeded his Brothers both in the Kingdom of England and Dutchy of 
Normandy, as-the Inſcription on his Great Seal doth teſtifie, viz. Henricus Dei Gratia 
Rex Anglorum ;, and on the other fide, Henricus Der Gratia Dux Normanorum. 

C:e:lie, the eldeſt Daughter of King W:lkam and Queen and, was. born in Nor- 
mandy, bred up in England, and carried again into Normanay ;, and in the ninth Year 
of the Kings Reign, 1075. on Eafter-day, her Father offered her vp with great ſo- 
lemnity, in the Church of Fe/champe. and Vailed, to be a Nun in the Monaſtery there. 
Afterwards ſhe was choſen by the Nuns of Our Lady at Cane to be Abbeſs of their 
Monaſtery, which her' Mother founded ; there ſhe died, and there ſhe was Interred. 

Conſtance, the ſecond Daughter of King William and Queen . 24aud, was the- firſt 
Wife of Allayne Earl of Little-Brittan, firnamed in the Brittsſh, Fergent ;, in Engliſh,

Henry the Firf, King of England, and Duke of 
Normandy, framed Beau=clerk. 


Race, began his Reign the ſecond of Argft ;, the Sacred Rites of whoſe 
Coronation were celebrated at Weſtminſter, by Maurice Biſhop of London, (in 
the abſence of A-ſelm Archbiſhop of Canterbury) the fifth day of the ſame Month, 
Anno Domini 1100. when Henry the Fourth poſſeſſed the Imperial Diadem, Phrlzp the 
Firſt Swayed the Scepter of France, Edgar wore the Crown of Scotland, and Paſchal 
the Second fate in the See of Roe. 

The Steps he took to mount the Throne of Majeſty, were the diſlikes of Willzam”s 
over-hard curbing of his Natives, as.he ever called the Engliſh; the raſh and giddy 
Head of his Brother Robert ;, his Abſence in Syria, for whoſe return to ſtay was 
dangerous, and whoſe EleCtion for King of Jer»/alem was likely to employ his Per- 
ſon there ſtill ; his Ezg/:ſþ Birth, having both a King and a Queen to his Parents ; his 
fair Promiſes for Reformation of bad and rigorous Laws, impoſed by his Father and 
Brother ; the reſtoring of the Clergy from Exile, and to their Church-Livings; re- 
miſſion of Taxes exaCted on the Subjects, and due puniſhment of ſuch Perſons as 
were the chief Cauſes thereof: in which behalf, to fatisfie the People, he commit- 
ted Ralph Biſhop of Durham to the Tower ; then promiſing by Oath to frame Juſt 
Laws, grounded on thoſe of St. Edward, (than which nothing was more deſired ) ; 
did wind himſelf fo far into the Loves of all, that with a general concurrence he was 
fluted King. | 

In the Year 1133. this King took Shipping upon the Nones of Agu/t, to make 
his laſt and fatal Paſlage into Normandy, where about two Years after he died, with 
a Surfeit on a Diſh of Lampreys, after ſeven days Sickneſs, on the firſt of December, 
the ſixty fifth year of his Age, when be had Reigned King of Erg/and thirty five 
Years, four Months, lacking four days, and Duke of Normandy twenty nine Years 
and four Months. He died in the Town of St. Denys, from thence was conveyed to 
Roan, and thence his Corps was carried into England, .and honourably buried, on the 
Day of Chr:/*s Nativity, at Reading in Berkshire, in the Abby that himſelf had there 
founded, and endowed with large Poſleſſions. | 

. Maud, the firſt Wife of King Henry, was the Daughter of alcolme the Third, 
ſirnamed Canmoir, (1. e. Great-head) King of Scotland : Her Mother St. Aargarer, 
Daughter to Edward Son of Edmund the Ironſide, King of England. She was married 
to him at Zondon, the firſt Year of his Reign, by Azſelm Archbiſhop of Canterbury. 

Her Coronation was at Weſtminſter, by the ſame Anſelm, on Sunday the eleventh of 
November. in the ſame Year. She died at Weſtminſter, the firſt of Aay, in the eigh- 
teenth Year of his Reign, 1118. where ſhe was buried in St. Perer*s Church, on the 
Tight fide of Edward the Confeſſor. | {FM 

Adelicia, or Alice, King Henry's ſecond Wife, was the Daughter of Godfrey the 
firſt Duke of Lowvain, by the Daughter of the Emperour Herry the Fourth, and 
Siſter to Duke Godfrey and Joceliz of Louvain, She was married to him 29 Ja- 
ruary, 112.1. and was Crowned the morrow after, being Sunday.

Baldwin, the eldeſt Son, was born in King Henry's Reign, his Father's Uncle; and 
died in his Infancy, during the Reign of the ſame King. He was buried at Londor,. in 
the Church of the Priory of the {r:n:ty within Algate, (now called Dukes Place ) found- 
ed by Queen 44a, firſt Wife to Henry the Firſt. : 

EnuStace, the ſecond Son, Heir apparent to them both, when his Father was King 
was created Earl of Bulloszgy. He married Con8tance Siſter of Lewis the Seventh, 
King of France, Daughter of King Lewzs the Groſs, who afterwards was re-married 
to Kaimord the Third, Earl of Tholouſe : Entace dying before without Iflue, the tenth 
of Augnt, 1152, he was buried by his Mother.

He was in his Father*s Life- 
time Earl of Swrrey, Lord of Norwich and Pevenſay in England, Earl of A4ortayne, and 
Lord Farl of Normandy. After his Fathers death, Henry the Second made him 
Knight, and reſtored him to all that his Father held before he was King.; and being 
with him in his Journey to Tholouz, died without Iflue in his return homeward, in 
October, 1160, 

Mzard, the eldeſt Daughter, was born in the Reign of King Henry the Firſt, in 


whoſe time ſhe alſo died, being but young rnoogy ſome report ſhe was married to the 
Earl of Milk ) and was interred at London, with her Brother Balawzr. 


Mary, the younger Daughter, was a Nun, and Abbeſs of a Nunnery at Kamſey in 
Hampſhire : But when her Brother William was deceaſed without Iſſue, ſhe was ſe- 
cretly tak2n from thence, and married to Matthew the younger Son of Terrey of Alſac, 
Brother of Ph:1;p Earl of Flanders, who in her Right was Earl of Bullo:ne. She was 
his Wife cen Years, and then divorced by the Popes Sentence, and forced to return 
to her Monaſtery, having had two Daughters, 1de and and, allowed by the Cenſure 
of the Church to be Legitimate.

But the Rebellion of his Children canſed ſuch a Trouble in King Henry's Mind, 
that it ſuddenly calt him into a Fever ; ſo that not being able to bear thz Wounds 
of his Spirit, he came to Chzzor, and there fell mortally lick; and feeling the ap- 
proach of Death, he cauſed himſelf to be born into the Church, before the Altar, 
where, after humble Confeſſion, and ſorrow for his Sins, when he had Reigned ncar 
thirty five years, he departed this Life the ſixth day of July, Ano Domini, 1189.

EdwardtheEldeſt Son of this King by Queen Elizabeth, was born in the SanQu- 
ary at Weftminfer the 4th of November 1471.
